Portland, Ore., Jan. 15.—The report of 


Maj. J. H. Rucker of the fourth cavalry, 
who was sent to Dyea by-the war depart- 
ment to ascertain the condition of affairs 
in the Yukon, was received today by 
General Merriam at the Vancouver bar~ 
racks. 
Prom his interview with those 


who have come out from Dawson recently 
and from his observations of the Chilkoot 
and White passes,Major Rucker concludes 
that the danger of famine has been over- 
estimated. He also makes several valu- 
able suggestions on methods of relief. 


The points of the report are in brief as 


follows: "First, that while there is a 
shortage of stores in the Yukon basin, a 
state of famine does not at present exist, 
nor is it likely to exist in the immediate 
futnre. Second, that a large expedition 
with quantities of supplies hauled on 
sledges 
by 
horses 
or 
reindeer 


could not proceed down the Yukon fur- 


ther than the foot of JjaKe jjabarge, *00 
miles from Dawson. Third, that rein- 
deer on such an expedition are not more 
serviceable than are mules or horses. 
Fourth, that if the government assistance 
is conspicuously needed in Yukonj it will 
be when the stores now in the hands of 
people are exhausted, which is not likely, 
from -Ii that he can learn, to be earlier 
tha.. April or May. 


Major Rucker therefore recommends 


that if the snow locomotive company 
which has a contract with the govern- 
ment do not convey relief into the Yukon 
during February, government pack trains 
with sledges should carry them across the 
Chilkoot Pass and down the lakes and 
rivers to the foot of Lake LaOargc daring 
the month of March, and there await 
breaking up of ice in the Yukon. The 
supplies could then be taken to Dawson 
city in boats. 


POSTPONED A WEEK, 


Fitness of Mr. SIcKenna For Supreme 


Bench Discussed In Senate, 


Opposition Said to Be Insti- 


gated by A. P. A. 


The Senior Massachusetts Senator Declares 


Against Un-American Proceedings. 


•Washington, Jan. 15.—When the sen- 


ate went into executive session yester- 
day the report on the nomination of 
Attorney General McKenna to be a 
justice of the supreme court was called 
up by Senator Hoar, who asked for im- 
'm'ediate action. 


Senator Allen objected to present con- 


sideration, saying that he thought that 
more time ought to be taken in view of 
the chajipcs made. 
He said be did not 


desire to cause any great delay. Sen- 
ators Hoar and White replied, taking a 
position for prompt action. 


The debate upon Mr. McKenna's nom- 


ination was precipitated by Senator 
Hoar, chairman of the committee on 
judiciary, who called up the nomination 
in accordance with his notice of Thurs- 
day and asked for immediate action. He 
spoke briefly of the opposition to Mr. 
McKenna, saying that the judiciary com- 
mittee had investigated most of the 
charges made and bad reached the con- 
clusion that they were without founda- 
tion. He said that the greater number 
of charges had been made by the mem- 
b&rs of the American Protective associa- 
tion, and that, as they had been founded 
solely upon the fact that Mr. McKeana 
was a Catholic in religion, they were not 
worthy of serious consideration. He 
dwelt at some length upon this point, 
excoriating any man who would attempt 
to inject a question of religion into a 
controversy ever e. man's fitness for 
office. He s>ard that such an effort was 
entirely un-American and unpatriotic 
and should not jfor a moment receive the 
consideration of fair minded men. 


Senator White of California also spoke 


of the effort of th« A. P. A. to interfere 
with the course of the senate in giving 
proper attention to a question, the de- 
termination of which should depenu 
upon the considerations of fitness and 
justice as between man and man, rather 
than upon an appeal to bigotry, preju- 
dice and false patriotism. He spoke of 
the A. P. A.'s asfocfls who could not be 
properly characterized in the 
s&nate. 


lie had no patience with men who held 
the opinion that Catholics must neces- 
sarily consult the pope o^- some other 
high functionary of the Catholfr church 
in every important transaction of their 
lives. While he did not contend that Mr. 
McKenna \vas a giant to his legal at- 
tainments, still he believed him to be an 
honorable man, a competent lawyer and 
a just jurist, and he would support his 
confirmation. 


Here Mr. Allen interposed an objection 


tn immediate action. When his request 
for two weeks' delay was met with re- 
fusal he gave his reasons for the request, 
which were, in the ma.in, that he wanted, 
and thought the senate should have, 
more time for consideration than had 
been given to it. He called attention to 
the importance of the office to which Mr. 
McKenna had been named, saying that 
the senate and the public had a right to 
demand that the charges should be sifted 
to the bottom. He said that, so far as 
the opposition of the A. P. A. was con- 
cerned, it did not influence him and he 
agreed with all that had been said as 
to the impropriety of any interference 
in a matter of this character on account 
of religious prejudices. There was still 
other charges which were to his mind 
far more serious. He read from letters 
and newspapers attacking Mr. Mo- 
Kenna's recnrft 3® an attorney and Jurist 
on the ground of want of legal attain- 
ment. 


The greater part of Mir. Allen's speech 


was devoted to reading those documents 
He called especial attention to an attack 
made by the bar of the Pacific.coast 
which, he said, was deserving of more 
s-crutlny than had been given it. He 
also stated that he had understood that 
the charge had been made that large 
corporations had been instrumental in 
securing Mr. McKenna's nomination. 
ITo thought this also should be looked 
into more thoroughly than the senate 


opportunity to do. He dis- 


claimed any intention to father any of 
the charges made, but asserted that his 
eole purpose was to secure time forth«lr 
proper Investigation. 


It was 4:30 o'clock before an agreement 


•was reachecl for concluding the 
Mc- 


Kenna matter at the sitting on next Fri- 
day. By general consent the senate 
postponed consideration of the Hawaiian 
treaty until next Monday. 


Among the nominations confirmed by 


the senate yesterday was that of ex- 
Senator Tabor of Colorado to be post- 
master at Denver. 
Senator Wolcott 


asked for action immediately on the 
opening of the executive session and 
there being no objection he was con- 
finned without delay. 


Hon.se Proceedings. 


Washington, Jan. 15.—It was the in- 


tention of the house managers to pro- 
teed with the diplomatic and consular 
•appropriation bill yesterday, but owing 
to the excited condition of affairs in 
Havana and the widly exaggerated re- 
ports afterwards, they decided to avoid 
the possibility of opening up a Cuban 
debate by relinquishing th« day to,,the 
committee on claims in charge of bills 
on the present calendar. 
Before this 


order was entered upon4 the agricultural 
bill was passed. 


Most of the day was consumed in a 


filibuster against a bill to pay the pub- 
lishing house of tha Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, at" Hdshville, $288,000 for 
the seizure and use of the property of 
thait corporation during the war. 
The 


opposition consumed the time until 5 
o'clock, when the house adjourned. 


Concnming: Hawaii. 


Washington,, Jan. 15.—-Tjorin A. Thurs- 


ton, formerly Hawaiian minister to the 
"United States, and at present in this city 
as the republic'-s representative in be- 
half of the annexation treaty, made the 
following- statement relative to Presi- 
dent Dole's mission to the United States:

The meeting, however, represented only 
400 of the 2500 employes of the mill, and 
It is not known what action the others 
will take.

they will follow the weavers and ac- 
| cept the cutdown, 
| 
The meeting last night was secret and 


delegates were present from the New 
England Federation of Weavers of Fall 
River, th-e National Association of Tex- 
tile Workers of Olneyville and from the 
Ashton and Berkley mills. 


There was a strike sentiment in the 


fleeting-, but it was not strong and 
quickly succumbed to the majority, who 
favored more conservative action. 
It 


was decided, however, to refuse to work 
more than the ordinary number of looms, 
as the adcTed loom would throw out one- 
fi.fth of th« help. 
It was stated at the 


meeting that the Lonsdale company will 
not insist on the additional loom. 


The committee appointed to wait upon 


the company's officers reported that no 
concessions would be made and that the 
cut would surely go into -effect on Mon- 
day. 
The weavers at the close of the 


meeting voted to join the New England 
Federation of Weavers. 


The Ashton weavers will meet this 


evening, and it is thought that similar 
action will be taken and that there will 
be no strike in any of the Lonsdale com- 
pany's mills.

Lewiston, Me., Jan. 15.—The card 


grinders and speed tenders of this city 
voletl last evening not to strike wh?n 
the 10 percent reduction of wages goes 
into effect In the mills Monday.

the textile opera£j,vel$ generally in iavcr 
of resisting the ctkdoVn by a strike. The 
conferences of the committees repre- 
senting- the Dressers and the Spinners' 
unions with Agerat%IcArjJrnr of UtfrlPep- 
pereU and Laconia mills yesterday were 
without result, except that Mr. McArthui 
has gone to Boston to confer with the 
corporation directors. There is much 
agitation, as a crisis seems impending 
among the 8500 op&ratlves of the two 
corporations. 


The conferences of the labor commit- 


tees were held with Agent McArthur in 
the counting room, when many things 
were discussed. Mr. McArthur said that 
he was sorry in not being able to grant 
the request for a continuation of the 
present scale of wages. The cutdown 
•would have to go into effect. 


After the committee left the counting 


room their failure 
became quickly 


known and strike talk was indulged in 
throughout the mills. The more con- 
servative operatives say they had ex- 
pected a temporary concession, at least, 
in order that the effect of the cutdown 
elsewhere might have been seen. 


Agent McArthur, w-hen seen by re- 


porters, declined to discuss mill matters. 
Soon after this he left for Boston. 


The citizens of Biddeford are anxious 


that no .strike occur, and they also de- 
plore the cutdown. The operatives ex- 
press willing-ness to work only fourdays 
a week if over-production is the cause, 
as they are given to understand. Ths 
action of labor unions elsewhere is 
closely watched and if there is to be a 
strike all departments of mill help will 
be immediatey organized. 


WILL NOT CO TO WORK. 


New Bedford Weavers Insist Upon Having 


Grievances Adjusted. 


New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 15.—Adelphi 


rink was crowded last night to its ut- 
most capacity, about 2000 men and wom- 
en attending the mass meeting of the 
union and non-union weavers of the city. 
The action of the union in voting to 
strike was endorsed by a hearty aye, and 
it was voted to stay out until the abuses 
claimed by the weavers are corrected. 


The weavers demand: 
First, a res- 


toration of wages; 


Second, the abolition of the lir'ng sys- 


tem: 


Third, tire adoption of a uniform price 


li?t in all the mills of the city. 


Speeches were made by Secretary 


Hart, President Gunneen and others, it 
was the sentimeat of all that the weavers 
would not go to work Monday, even if 
the notices wes-» taken down today. 


The union and non-union card and 


picker room operatives had another mass 
meeting last night, and It was largely 
attended. 
The vote to resist the cut- 


down was unanimous. 


At a meeiing of the joint arbitration 


committee of the board of trade and the 
city council last evening the following 
resolution was adopted: 


"At a joint meeting of the committees 


of arbitration of the city government 
end board of trade it is unanimously re- 
solved : 


"That, taking into consideration the 


momentous isswes to our city involved 
In the present controversy between the 
manufacturers and operatives, and the 
far reaching and calamitous conse- 
quences of a strike, the meeting earn- 
estly requests the manufacture's, in the 
Interest of the city, to postpone the cut- 
down in wages for another week, in the 
hope that some adjustment satisfactory 
to both parties may meanwhile bo ef- 
fected." 


Copies of tihe resolution were sent to 


each cloth mill treasurer the first thing 
this morning. Had the weavers con- 
fined themselves to the original proposi- 
tion, to strike for the removal of 10 per- 
cent reduction, there might have been 
BO me chance of a concession on the part 
$£,,the treasurers, but now It ia conceded 


result gives satisfaction to those who 
have made the carivass. The say that in 
a number of cases entire state delegations 
are shown by the canvass to favor the 
changes in the law. This ia the case in 
the state delegations of North Carolina,, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, West Virginia, and 
New Hampshire.

no strike at Lowell. 
The vote was 


taken in the Spinners' union at 11:30 
o'clock last night and stood 177 opposed, 
to 64 favoring a strike. 
Two police offi- 


cers assisted the committee in admitting 


members. 


The meeting waa called to order by 


David Cordlngrly, the president, at 8 
o'clock. 
It opened with great excite- 


ment, and gave promise of causing 
trouble. 
There were angry words, mo- 


tions and counter-motions, and failures 
to obey the orders of the chair, until the 
president finally threw down the gavel 
and would no longer serve. 
He with- 


drew to an ante-room, and Martin Burns, 
the vice president, assumed the chair 
and presided for the rest of the meeting

National 
Secretary Boss sent word not to strike, 
but to assist New Bedford.

SPAIN'S JttKSPEBATlOX. 


Spain's plan of autonomy in Cuba has 


fafled. Itisnonsence to say that it Is 
longer on trial, as the govenment at 
Washington does. It has collapsed. The 
riots in Havana are proof positive that 
even Spaniards despise it and contemn it- 
The insurgents have rejected it and con- 
tinue to fight on, destroying property and 
Spanish soldiers more than ever. 


In what position does the failure of 


autonomy leave Spain ? Her position is 
more critical than ever. 


A conservative 
correspondent 
from 


Washington says that it is a common 
belief at the national capitol that Spain 
will force trouble before very long. 
People do not regard the mobs in 
Havana as of any account. 
They are 


merely unsettling. The irritation which 
is seriously feared will be started at 
Madrid. 


The best advises, continues the cor- 


respondent, shows that the 
present 


Spanish ministry cannot long stand. It is 
only a makeshift anyway. Its scheme of 
autonomy for Cuba is a failure. 
It has 


three foes in Spain, the old conservativ9 
party which stands by Weyler, the re- 
publicans and the Carlists, Any one of 
them is likely in a few days' notice, to 
get possession of the government. What- 
ever it does will throw over the autonomy 
programme and announce its determina- 
tion to fight this country on almost any 
pro-zt. This will be done, not with the 
idea of saving Cuba, but of losing it. 


Any political party in Sp.iiu would be 


ruined by surrendering Cuba to the rebelai 
it wou'id be glorified by getting into a war 
with this country, no matter how quick 
the defeat and how complete the loss- 
The minute the Spanish administration 
goes down, our administration can feel 
that all hope for comparatively decent 
administration in Cuba by the Spaniards 
is gone. That moment the Cuban sym- 
pathizers in p.on^rrss will insist on action 
by the president, and the president under 
those circa > stances will not refuse. A 
succession of circumstances may prevent 
this result. But almost anything will 
bring it about the minute the Spanish 
ministry goes and a n m rkable combina- 
Wiil be necessary to prevent this.

President Deeply Stirred by Sto- 


ries of Spanish Cruelty. 


HIS EFFORTS TO RELIEVE DISTRESS 


Disappointed by the Feeble Response to 


His Call For Subscriptions — Why the 
American People Do Not "Chip Iu" 
More liberally. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Pres- 


ident McKinloy hns the cuuso of Cuba un- 
der most earnest consideration. I urn nblo 
to say that tho president has been more 
stirred by roccut lufuriiialiuii that has 
conic to him concerning tho pitiable con- 
dition of the rural people of tho island 
than by anything that has occurred in the 
past. Tho battles and sltirinishus between 
Spanish awl Insurgents, their cruelty to 
prisoners and their summary executions, 
the destruction of property and tha long 
lint of Cuban woes recited over and over 
again during tho past two years have not 
impressed tho president a tenth part as 
much as tho harrowing descriptions of 
starvation, disease and death among tho 
noncombatants, tho innocent women and 
children of rural Cuba. President Mc- 
Kinluy often talks of tho terrible picture 
to be seen near our own shores, and though 
he has not as yot announced an intention 
to take steps officially with a Tiew to abat- 
ing the horrors no one would be surprised 
if he were to do so. 


The Kelief Subscription. 


It was at the president's suggestion that 


Secretary Bliss and other members of tho 
cabinet subscribed, with Mr. McKinloy's 
help, tho sum of $5,000 for relief of tho 
"reconcentrados" in Cuba. 
Moreover, 


the president was so much disappointed 
with the immediate results of his first call 
for subscriptions that he gavo orders to 
have the state department prepare and 
issue a second call, which was done some 
days ago. 


The results are still disappointing, and 


the cuuso of tho failure of the American 
people to subscribe more liberally is well 
understood 
in 
administration circles. 


President McKinley understands that the 
people of this country, or many of them at 
least, feel that it is the duty of our gov- 
ernment to intervene for tho purpose of 
putting an end to tho terrible conditions 
which prevail in Cuba. Tho people feel, 
too, that if through charity this country 
relieves tho suffering decisive action on 
tho part of our government may be the 
longer delayed. All this, I happen to 
know, has made a deep impression upon 
the president, and ho is now considering 
the Cuban question in the light of the reve- 
lations as to the prevailing horrors and the 
state of public opinion in the United 
States. For these reasons there are keen 
observers in Washington who think some 
surprise on tho Cuban question may be 
sprung in the nest few weeks. 


President's Sources of Information. 


The president is thoroughly and accu- 


rately informed as to tho conditions which 
exist in Cuba. In the first place, he has 
the reports of our consuls in tho island. 
There aro seven or eight of these officials, 
stationed, some of them, at the very points 
where the greatest amount of suffering is 
to bo found. 
They have sent to the state 


department reports full of tho most har- 
rowing details—reports which the authori- 
ties do not deem it wise to give to the 
public at this time. 


In addition to a great mass of official 


information from Consul General Lee and 
our other consular representatives in Cuba, 
tho president has carefully read the arti- 
cles written for the newspapers by tha 
American correspondents, both of whom 
aro personally known to the president as 
careful observers and trustworthy men. 
One is Clinrlcs M. Pepper, formerly sta- 
tioned in Washington and through tho 
campaign of 1896 at Canton, where he en- 
joyed Mr. ilcKinley's confidence to a re- 
markable degree. Tho other is Edgar J. 
Gibson, also a Washington correspondent 
and a personal friend of the president. 
I 


am informed that Mr. McKinley has read 
all that thooo two men have written and 
that he has given them credit for stating 
only facts. 


Indeed it is gossiped hero that these two 


newspapermen betook themselves to Cuba 
to make their investigations upon sugges- 
tions or instructions made by tho presi- 
dent himself that their work would bo 
personally appreciated by him. But thia 
is an overstatement of tho case, though it 
is true that tho president knew these t.vo 
writers were going to Cuba and promihed 
to give their accounts his careful attention. 


For Diplomatic JEfl'cct. 


There is a great deal of gossip here to 


tho effect that President McKinley started 
the public relief subscription as much for 
diplomatic effect as for anything else. The 
facts are that he was so much stirred by 
the pitiful stories of starvation that he 
gave little or no thought to possible diplo- 
matic effect. 
But tho Spanish govern- 


ment thought of it and had it dared do so 
would have declined to permit the United 
States to distribute relief through the 
hands of American officials. 
I learn that 


Senor Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish min- 
ister, is now sorry he did not advise his 
government to refuse consent to such dis- 
tribution. But as a matter of fact the 
Spanish had no option. They did not daro 
refuse for foar of tho possible effect upon 
public opinion in tho United States. 


As tho record now stands the president 


has been able to bring forth the best possi- 
ble sort of proof that a frightful condition 
of affairs dues csist in Cuba. Were this 
not true why should the United States 
olier relief and why should Spain accept 
it? Hero in Washington public men are 
saying President McKinley has skillfully 
prepared the way for any action concern- 
ing Cuba which ho may decide to take. 
If ho rcsches to interfere, ho has good 
ground to stand upon from the humnnO 
point of view as well-as the diplomatic. 
If ho cares tu press for payment of claims 
duo from Spain to citizens of the United 
Stiites, tho giound is ready for that. If 
he chooses to intervene in the name of hu- 
manity, there is no lack of natural causes, 
known to tho world, leading up to such a 
resulc. 


It is apparent to close observers hore 


that something is browing as to Cuba. Tho 
air is filled with it. Not only the adminis- 
tration, but congress, is planning action. 
How soon the blow will fall and what will 
bo itH precise nature it ia too early to wiy ,but 
there is talk oi a friendly rivalry between 
the administration and certain leaders in 
congress as to which shall hnvo tho honor 
of heating tho rod. If this is true, tho 
president hns an immense advantage over 
all possible rivals. Ho can move whenever 
he sees fit, and if there ia danger of an 
effort in congress to "force his hand" ho 
may move with more rapidity than will bo 
pleasing to tho Spaniards.

A New Book Typewriter, 


Much local interest lias been shown 


during the past lew days in a new type- 
writer which C. C. Isbell of Ilamblen & 
Isbell'a drug store baa in bis office. It is a 
machine whose purposs is to do type- 
writing in bound books, ledgers, dockets 
and all kinds of record books, and o11 
heavy card-boards. It can phobeused 
equally well for writing on letter paper, 
like the ordinary typewriter. 


The machine is made by the firm of 


Elliott & Hatch of New York, Mr. Hatch, 
who is Mr. Isbell's brother-in-law, having 
improved

made possible its minnfuetiire. It was 
first pttanted iu 1896,-ard has many 
patents running through '9G and '97. It 
has also been patented in all European 
countries. 


Tho principle of the in: c line is simple. 


The ordinary typewriter brings the paper 
to the writing point, and the type bars 
strike np to it, the i a per being rolled for 
each line. On the Elliott and Hatch ma- 
chlnes the writing point is carried to the 
paper, and strikes down upon it, the car- 
riage being moved along with each letter 
and down the sheet ior each line. The 
book on which it is wished to write is 
placed under the carriage of the machine j 
in a frame. For writing letters the sheet 
of paper ij placed on a solid bed.and writ, 
ten upon as easily and quickly as with an 
old style machine. Stiff paper and card- 
board which will not go into an ordinary 
machine is also written upon in the same 
way. 
The diflerence from the ordinary type- 


writer therefore consists in the fact that 
the whole machine,rather than the paper 
carriage, moves in the writing. It allows 
in this way records to be typewritten 
directly into the huge books kept by busi- 
ness firms and governments. There has 
been a demand for such a machine since 
the introduction of the typewriter, which 
has uever been met until now. 


To show that this machine has met the 


need successfully, the records of its use 
already are sufficient. It is at present 
used by the United States government 
and the city of New York in their various 
departments, and by several of the largest 
railroad companies. Mr. Hatch is now in 
Europe introducing it, and the govern- 
ments at Glasgow, London, Paris, Rome 
and other cities have begun to use it. So 
large has been the demand that the fac- 
tory, although it employs 200 men, is un- 
able to fill its orders. Those which have 
been sent out are merely samples, there- 
fore, and the use of the machine promises 
to become almost universal in the large 
business and government office. That of 
Mr. Isbell is the only one which has been 
sent to this region.

On the 7th day of October, 1853, the ship 


Princess left Australia for London with a 
cargo of wool and other articles valued at 
$350,000. She had in her treasure room 
gold in dust, bars and coin aggregating1 
?1,300,000. As she was one of the largest 
and finest of the Australian liners, she 
was crowded with passengers, the list 
counting up over 300. Six days after sail- 
ing the Princess was spoken by a craft 
bound to the east, but that was the last 
heard of her for many long years. When 
she did not reach the cape of Good Hope, 
vessels were sent out to search for her, but 
though, this search continued for a year 
and hundreds of other craft kept watch as 
they voyaged to and fro, not tho slightest 
traco of the lost ship was discovered. 


.It was finally concluded that she had 


struck a floating wreck in inidocean and 
gone down so suddenly that no one could 
escape. Had she sprung a leak or caught 
fire a part of her people must have gob 
away in tho boats, and it could be figured 
on that at least one would havo reached 
some island or been picked up. Aside from 
tho money loss there were many promi- 
nent people among the passengers, and 
there was mourning in England and Aus- 
tralia for majiy a month after the ship was 
posted as lost. 


In .Tune, 1868, 16 years after the loss of 


tho Princess, I was one of the crew of the 
Boston whaler Talisman, which was try- 
ing the cruising ground to the south of 
Cape Horn. We had had a fair run of 
luck, when wo got a gale from the north 
which lasted for four days and nights 
without a break. This drove us away 
south among the ice, and on a dozen dif- 
ferent occasions the ship was within a 
hair's breadtli of being cast away or over- 
whelmed. After tho fourth day of the 
galo there was a calm lasting SO hours. 
During this interval the Talisman lay be- 
tween two monster icebergs, with her 
boats down nnd ready to tow her out of 
tho way should they close in on her. Then 
wo got a strong breeze from tbe east, which 
lasted for a day and went clear around the 
confpass to tho west. 


Sometimes wo lay moored to a berg for 


several hours; again we were pounding 
among the great cakes of ice, which 
threatened every moment to crush in her 
sides. We had been driving to the south- 
east; for three days, when the breeze fell 
and left us on a heaving sea, with a mon- 
ster iceberg about two miles away to the 
south. 


The ship had thus far sustained little 


damage, but the crew were exhausted with 
tho hard work and constant vigilance. 
Tho men wnre given an all day's rest, and 
no incident, occurred until late in the after- 
noon. This mass of ice had a front a milo 
long on our side, with an average height 
of 300 feet. What its width was we could 
not say. 
Over it was floating a quantity 


of smoke. The smoko did not rise from 
its crest, but from the far side. No one 
doubted that it came from a fire lighted 
b}' shipwrecked sailors, who had caught 
sight of tho Talisman and wore making 
her a signal. 


The third mate and three men were or- 


dered off in one of the whaleboats to in- 
vestigate, and I was one of the three se- 
lected. We took with us a breaker of 
fresh water, a bottlo of rum, bread, meat, 
blanket?, a boat compass and a lantern, 
and darkness fell as we pulled away from 
the ship. 


We pulled to pass the western face of the 


berg, and found it to be about half a mile 
long. As w*i rcnched its southern limit 
and turned to tho cast we caught sight of 
a small fire on a ledge about 100 feet above 
the water. As soon as we got up to it the 
mato hailed, and was promptly answered 
that there were two men on the ledge, one 
of whom had a broken leg. Thereupon I 
was ordered to remain by the boat and 
hold on, while tho mate and the two men 
landed on the berg and began making 
their way up to the ledge. 


Tho evening was perfectly quiet, and 


t hero was no surf on tho south side of the 
berg, but tho tragedy that followed was 
brought about from causes far down in 
the depths of the sea. The men had not 
yet reached tho ledge, when the great berg 
suddenly canted to the north and to pre- 
\ent tho boat being lifted out of the water 
T had to lot go of the painter, which had a 
l urn around a lump of icc( As I did so I 
U as shot away to a distance of 200 feet 
r.ncl flung down on the thwarts. I had 
just got an oar in my hands when the berg 
cnmu back at mo, and there was such a 
cracking, crashing and groaning that I 
wns frightened almost to death. Hun- 
dreds of places of ice fell into the sea 
around me, and I heard cries of terror 
from tho men who had landed. 


In my fright I may have pulled the boat 


some distance away, or tho send of the 
waves may have carried her beyond dan- 
ger. Bo that as it may, the berg split fair 
in half with a report like that of a dozen 
cannons flred at once, and each half turned 
bottom side up. This movement kicked 
up a tremendous sea for a few minutes, 
and anything but a whalcboat would have 
been swamped out of hand. I must have 
been driven n mile or more to tho south 
by the xvnvcs. 


Tho mato had taken th<j hearings of tho 


ship by compass when ws turned tho cor- 
ner of. Hie berg, and 1 knew that she would 


aisorun a lalirrrrTCOTC as'ir gi~o, cm/ 
when the sea quieted down I looked for 
nor in vain. As a matter 01 tact, l was so 
confused and frightened that I might not 
have seen tho light hud she been only a 
quarter of a inilu away. 


Twenty minutes after the berg split a 


fog settled down, and with it came a 
breeze. I did not know what to do, and 
FO laid in my oar, wrapped myself in a 
blanket aud sac down on the bottom of 
tho boat. You will think it queer that I 
fell asleep under the circumstances, but 


j that is exactly what happened, nor did I 


I awake until daylight came again. Then I 


found myself in an ico floe extended to the 
east and south us far as I could see, but 
only a mile to the north. 


Beyond that was clear water, but the 


Talisman was not in sight. 
It was not to 


be expected that she would leave the lo- 
cality without making a daylight search 
for the boat, and during that long day, 
which was full of sunshine and with but 
a moderate brc-eze, I constantly hoped and 
expected to sight her. It was three years 
before I learned what happened aboard of 
her that night after we pulled away. 
When the berg was rent in twain, she was 
almost swamped by the heavy syas, and 
when tho breeze came she ran to the north 
to get out of the ice. Next day sho re- 
turned to search the fioo, but hit it too far 
to the east to sight me. 


If she passed me, which may have been 


the case, the mist rising Irom the ico, 
which is called the ''ice blink," shut her 
from my view. In the edge of the floe she 
found an oar from my boat and some 
boards, which were believed to be a part 
of the frail craft, and, judging from theso 
relics that the boat had been crushed and 
the crew lost, she gave over further search. 
As to tho two men on the ledge, no one has 
ever ascertained to what craft they belong- 
ed or how they came there. 


I am not at all sure how long I drifted, 


but tho general dirpction was south, and 
the time wasnc least four day sand nights. 
Had we left the ship without food I should 
have starved to death. Had wo left it 
withoui, tho blankets I should have frozen 
to death within the first 12 hours. As it 
was I made myself fairly comfortable, and, 
being helpless to better my position, passed 
much of the time in sleep. 
On the morn- 


ing of what was probably the fifth day I 
awoke to find that the floe had ceased 
drifting, and a quarter of a mile to the 
east of the boat was a mass of ice of singu- 
lar creation. 


It was a mile or more in length and not [ 


over 30 feet high, and looked more like a | 
wall resting on the water. 
The ice was ! 


1 yellow and dirty, with rocks imbedded in J 


it here and therp, and I havo no doubt 
that a good portion of it was the lower 
part of an iceberg which had turned turtle. 
Between me and the wall was a jumble of 
ice over which it seemed impossible to 
make my way, but as soon as I had broken 
my fast I set out to-try it. It took me a 
full hour to make that quarter of a mile, 
but at length I reached tie wall and found 
that I could easily get up its rough side. 
When I reached the top, it was to discov- 
er that the mass of ice was almost a cube, 
with a great hollow in its surface to re- 
mind on* of the crater of a volcano. 


In the center of this hollow lay a mass 


of wreckage, and after a long stare, half 
believing that my eyes deceived me, I slid 
down and began an investigation. No oue 
will ever see a more curious sight. A 
space several, hiandred feet square was cov- 
ered with broken masts, yarrH beams, 
planks, boards, ropes, blocks and sails. 
Amid thisieap were a thousand'belongings 
to the interior of a ship. 
There were ta- 


bles, chares, sofasy-crockery, clothing, car- 
pets, rugsvand what not. A few articles 
had not been damaged,,but the greater 
numbes had been broken and splintered 
as if a madman had used an ax to destroy 


There was a sort of mildew covering 


everything, and such articles of clothing 
as I pulled at were quite rotten. A large 
ship had ftere sufiered destniotion. Just 
bow I could not determiz^Jnit-it; seemrd 
to me as if a great body of fee-had fallen 
on her as she rested in tho crater. No 
other force, unless gunpowder, could have 
so wrecked and scattered her about. 


Sailorlike, my first thought was to iden- 


tify the wreck. This I did by finding a 
life preserver with the name Princess 
jminted on it. I had not then heard of the 
loss of the Australian packet, but knew 
that this must have been a passenger ship 
from her fittings. There were no bodies 
under or about tbe-wreckago, and during 
my search of five hours I did not find any 
money or jewelry. Of her cargo only a 
small portion was at'hand, and I did not 
see a single bale of wool. The life pre- 
server and three pieces of silver plate I 
carried to the boat,-but found nothing else 
worth taking away. I could find nothing 
in the wreckage to account for tho ship's 
boats, and all her crew and passengers had 
certainly left-her before she met her fate. 


Tho theory of whalers who have cruised 


in the icy seas is that the Princess was 
driven down on.the ice by a gale from tho 
north, which perhaps dismasted her. 
At 


some tune—perhaps before she got into the 
icefields—she was abandoned, and one aft- 
er another her boats were lost in that great 
ocean; if after she had got wedged among 
the ice, then they floated away from her, 
to- perish of cold and starvation. 
One can 


only guess how the big ship came to be 
lying where I found her. She may have 
been lifted bodily on to the solid ice dur- 
ing a "nip," or have run upon a shelf or 
ledge as she drove before a gale. 


The shape and size of icebergs are con- 


stantly changing. This one had probably 
been much larger and higher at some 
time. Thore might have been and prob- 
ably was a high portion which fell upon 
and shattered the vessel to fragments. As 
she had no gunpowder aboard, thoro could 
have been so explosion. In whatever way 
her doom camo about there she was, or all 
that was left of her. 


Lato in the afternoon tho floe began to 


break tip, and I got back to my boat. By 
night there were lanes of water in every 
direction, and a strong breeze set in from 
the south. I drifted to the north all that 
night and all the next day, but as the sec- 
ond night came down I was picked up by 
the Scotch whaler Jennnetto, which had 
captured and was cutting a whale, and 
months later was landed ;:t her home port. 


For three years I belie\ od the Talisman 


had been cast away in the ico, but it turned 
out'that she escaped without much dam- 
ago and finally reached Boston with a full 
cargo.

Where the Name of the Famous 


8cout l& Carved on Stone. 


Last of the Pioneers, 


Sou'hern California. Jan. 1. — Fifty 


years ago this winter there was fought 
at San Pasquale a battle which, though 
it r-ould iiot boast o£ large numbers en- 
•j.i!?ed, >et resulted in a decisive victory 
foi American arms. Men are living here 
today who can tell you ol the encounter 
at San Pasquale between the scarred 
\eterans o£ General Kearny's com- 
mand and the California cavalry under 
Pico, the Mexican. 


Kearny himself was wounded, sev- 


eral other officers killed, and the enemy 
suffered severely. But still at the close 
of the battle, though the opposing- force 
had retreated, it wa? between the Amer- 
icans and their base of supplies at San 


, Diego, 30 miles away. 
Stockton was 


there and would send re-enforcements 
if he could but be apprised of Kearny's 
situation. So while the latter camped 
on or near the field of battle three vol- 
unteers. Lieutenant E. F. Beale, a. Del- 
aware Indian and Kit Carson, under- 
took the hazardous task of informing 
Stockton of his comrades' peril.

Carson's name will be carved on this

his exploits—or at least were not living 
on this coast.'

reproduced, of an inscription 


carved on a cliff in faroff and lonely 
Keam'e canyon, Arizona, carved by the 
hand of the great scout himself. It 


/ reads, "1st Reg. N. M. Vols., Aug. 18th, 


1863, 
Col. C. Cars--on," and is a most 


interesting souvenir of the man who 
crossed and recrossed our.continent as 
a pioneer Indian fighter. 


This gallant "prince of the plains," as 


he has been called, so famous in real 
deeds of heroism, as well as the hero 
of many a romance, was born in Ken- 
tucky in the year 1808, and died in Col- 
orado in 1868, five years after carving 
his name on the cliff in Keam's canyon. 
He had cut loose from civilization and 
had been for 16 years a trapper and 
Indian hunter when Lieutenant 
Fre- 


mont met and engaged him as a guide 
across the Rockies. No one else knew 
as he did the hostile bands of Indians 
and their haunts, the rang-e of the buf- 
falo, the perilous passes through the 
mountains and the tortuous trails. 


These two were companions for several 
years, and together labored to open 
communication 
between the eastern 


portions of our continent and the west- 
err. 
In 1847 Kit was the bearer of dis- 


patches from Fremont t-> the authori- 
ties at Washington, telling them of his 
successes in subduing the Mexicans.

Hampshire, Mr. Clark came to Califor- 
nia nearly 50 years ago, suffering from 
hemorrhage of the lungs.

trees of the famous Ma't-iposa grove. If 
he did not discover them, he was the 
first to make them known, and, as we 
know, it was the promulgation of dis- 
covery that gave to Columbus the credit 
of having found America instead of 
the Norsemen.

ALMSHOUSE CONTROL 


Charged With Mismanage- 


ment By State Board of 


Lunacy and Charity. 


A SEVERE CRITICISM GIVEN 


In the Annual Report Just Issued. 


Overseer of the Poor Woodhead 


Defends 
the 
Institution. 


Comments on Adams 


and Williamstown. 


I 


The management of the almshouso is 


severely crili-izo aud accused of incom- 
petence by the state board of lunacy and 
charity which has been issued within the 
last few days. The accusations are startl- 
ing, and put the local alm^house manage- 
ment in a worse light than those of any 
of the other Western Massachusetts cities 
and towns, t'he board made its inspec- 
tion oa October 9 of last year, and the 
text of tht ir report is as follows: 


"The general condition of this alms- 


house, although it is comparatively new 
and quite well arranged, is very unsatis- 
factory. 
Throughout it 
shows mis- 


management and a lack of executive 
ability. There is a want of cleanliness 
and good order, and although the house 
has been occupied but a few years there 
is an abundance of vermin brought ia 
from the old building upon the bedsteads 
and bedding, which were retained through 
unwise economy. There is provision for 
complete separation of the sexes, but this 
has been made useless by leaving the 
attic doors open, so that the inmates go 
from one part of the house to another- 
There are 23 inmates, three being insane 
The warden and matron receive a salary 
of 5750." 


\V. H. Woodhead, overseer of the poor 


s>nd city almoner, was seen this morning 
in regard to the report, which he had just 
received, and expressed great surprise 
that it was so harsh. He considered the 
almshouse in much better condition than 
it was the previous year, this fact being 
borne out, he said, by the report, which 
was much less sweeping in its criticisms 
than the report of a year before. 


The charge that the house is not kept 


clean he does not consider just. The 
statement concerning the vermin is en- 
tirely true, but the responsibility rests, he 
says, with a previous management, which 
moved the furnishings of the old house 
into the new one without sufficient care. 
The matter of the separation of the sexes 
he considers to be free from criticism, 
since the quarters are entirely separated. 
The attic doors leading from one to the 
other are kept locked, and keys are held 
only by Keeper TiJley and the janitor. 
When Mr. Woodhead first came into the 
department, he found that the hired man 
had been sleeping in a room adjoining the 
women's quarters, for protection and 
safety of the women in case of fire. He 
changed this by putting water pails in the 
quarters and having the janitor sleep 
elsewhere. Since then there has been no 
possibility of cause for the criticism 
made. 


Mr. Woodhead said that the order at 


the almshouse was not of the best, but 
that it had been improved greatly under 
the management of Mr. Tilley, who was 
appointed at the beginning of last year. 
He found a great lack of discipline among 
the inmates, and has been unable entirely 
to change the habits of old inmates. Mr 
Woodhead said there had bean a contin- 
ual improvement which he hopes to con- 
tinue until the house is in a condition 
next year to cause a good report from the 
state board. 


\Vllliainstowii Also Criticized. 


The report on the Williamstown aims- 


house is also a surprise. The buildings 
are criticised, and the erection of new 
ones urged, and the discipline is called 
poor. The people of Williamstown have 
considered Keeper Metcalf a good man 
for the position, and there has been no 
unfavorable comment in the town on the 
manner in which the few inmates are 
cared for. 


The text of the report based on exam- 


ination made October 9 follows: 


"The buildings used for an almshouse 


here are totally unfit for the purpose; being 
old, poorly arranged, and in need of ex- 
tensive repair. There is no appearance of 
good order and thrift, the inmates being 
apparently left to their own devices. The 
house 13 cheerless, and poorly furnished- 
The present warden recives the rental of 
the farm for his services, and is allowed 
$2 per week per capita for the board of 
the inmates. A suitable almshouse should 
be erected, and sufficient money appro- 
priated by the town to care for their poor 
in a respectable manner. 
Praise for tiie Adnmv filanagement. 
Adams is again critized severely for not 


providing better accommodations for its 
poor, but the management is praised for 
doing such good worn with its equip- 
ment. The visit of the board was made 
October 29, and the report is as follows: 


"There has been no improvement in 


the condition of this almshouse and its 
surroundings, and considering its poor 
structural arrangement, much credit is 
due the matron for the cleanliness and 
good order of the interior. Although the 
house is unfit for occupancy and should 
be abandoned, yet it is overcrowded with 
inmates, with no prospect of change or 
improved condition. A detached build- 
ing, occupied by men, is cared for by one 
of the women. There are 14 inmates; 
three men, neven women and four child- 
ren. None are insane. The same ob- 
jectionable arrangement for the remuner- 
ation of the warden and matron exists as 
last year, namely, the town makes a 
weekly allowance of $2.50 for each inmate, 
and whatever is saved from this is allowed 
the warden and matron for their ser- 
vices."

THE GENIUS.OF THE ORGAN. 
SUDDEN DEATH LAST NIGHT, 


Guilmant's Playing Received With an 


Ovation Last Evening. 


It IB needless to say that the organ re- 


cital by Alexaudro Quilmant at the Meth- 
odist church last evening was the most 
finished organ concert ever heard in this 
city. The size and enthusiasm of the 
audience showed the appreciation of local 
people at the securing of the French 
master. The power of the noblest of mus- 
ical instruments was exhibited as never 
before, aud the memory of the wonderful 
playing will be a source of satisfaction 
and pleasure to the many who heard it. 


The attendance was far larger than was 


expected, and was most gratifying to 
those who secured the recital. Fully 1400 
people were present, every scat being 
filled and a number standing through the 
whole program. And the reception to 
the organist was enthusiastic indeed. Aj 
the suggestion of Prof. Tower the audi- 
ence rose aa Guilmant entered, while the 
applause was long and hearty. Handker- 
chiefs were waved and every sign of wel- 
come given. Guilmant had to take his 
seat at the organ and touch the opening 
notes of Bich's fugue to quiet his audi- 
ence, aud throughout the concert every 
number was received with great applause. 


Guilmant's playing has no dramatic 


features. He does not attempt to startle 
his hearers by the use of novel effects. 
The beauty of his music is in its subtler 
appeal to the imagination. The organist 
seems really to live his own soul into the 
spirit and harmony of the organ and the 
theme, and it is only fay losing one's self 
in sympathy with it that one can appreci- 
ate the results. 
The softer selections 


were Guilmant's favorites, and it was in 
his sense of reserve power in the instru- 
ment to whose limit he never came that 
he showed his genius. 


All the numbers on the program were 


of the more delicate and imaginative 
order. There were two of his own com- 
positions. 
The "Funeral March and 


Hymn of Seraphs" was a slight sur- 
prise for such a subject owing to the 
similarity of its idea to that of the "Bridal 
Chorus" from Lohengrin, the funeral 
character giving way to the hymn v^ry 
largely. It was a passionate composition, 
and the author played it with all the feel- 
ing which a composer and mourner could 
give. The "In Paradisunv' of Dubois was 
of the most 
beautiful selections 
he 


played, while the rendering of the '-First 
Lux" brought out the wonderful imrgsry 
of the idea with all tho majesty possible 
to music. 


Quilmant's only concession to popular 


desire for novelty was in his improvisa- 
tion on ''America," the theme given him. 
To improvise in any theme is the greatest 
test of a composer's versatility, and M. 
Guilmant stood the test well. He paused 
a moment after the theme was give him 
by Professor Tower, then played the fa- 
miliar air through, and immediately 
dashed into a brilliant series of variations 
which grew into a more finished harmony 
as he proceeded to--elaborate the theme. 
This performance was greeted with ap- 
plause which compelled him to respond 
several times, and as the most popular of 
the selections was perhaps the most sat- 
isfying to the majority of the audience.
